Johnson 
agreed that such comment by representatives of the police department is 
not going to assist in any way in ; bringing about an early solution to this 
situatiqp. He recognised that the disclosure of information, which may 
prove tff be pertinent would immediately alert, individuals Who might possess 
information, concerning this matter and would drive them Off in the'event 
they desireito furnish helpful leads. It would also Jhave thfe.^ effect pi . v 
putting on notice those who might be responsible and lead to their going 
underground or otherwise cloaking their activities in suchTa manner as 
to make the ultimate solution more difficult. . f 



Recognizing this, Johnson is going to tactfully talk with 
the Chief of Police. He, knows him well and states tie believes he can 
approach this problem under proper circumstances and in a proper 
manner. I went over in detail the objectives of such a contact and the 
fact that under no circumstances should anything be said or done? in this 
contact to leave the impression that we were suggesting or telling the 
.Chief how to handle such .a situation. 

Johnsofr indicated he believed he could handle this. He

top news reporters , has free access to the police department. He 
practically lives witlTthe police officers when he has to and runs 
around in their cars when they get out on these cases. It is the practice 
of the police from Private up to give whatever information they may desire 
to the reporters aiid it is the practice of the reporter® to make direct 
approach to the various police officers. TMsxpJpess^ policy is. influenced 
by practice over the years. It obviously is an unsatisfactory situation. 
In order to fully explore this matter so that nothing undesirable will 
develop, other matters were discussed and it is obvious, we will have to 
be most circumspect in handling this situation and consequently the 
matter was- discussed in detail with Johnson so that he would adhere to 
the procedure outlined by the Director and so there would be no mis- 
understanding as to our position; namely, that this would have to be 
handled tactfully; if it couldn't, I didn't want it handled. However, if 
it could he tactfully handled, then under the arrangement there was to 
be nothing said nor done which would indicate that we were suggesting, 
telling, implying, or otherwise trying to guide Jenkins* in his thinking. 
Johnson states he will be able to handle it on this basis. 



The position which Johnson must take in this matter is' 
further justified by the fact that any order or instruction issued by Chief 
Jenkins at this time which would indicate Jenkins is trying to keep the 
press out or muffle hia police officers, would probably give rise to 
criticism of him and then put him in a position where he would try to 
wiggle out. This would be particularly undesirable if in some way any 
reference was made to the FBI. Further, the television, radio and 
wire service coverage is extensive and any attempt to muffle this if 
improperly handled, would also obviously be undesirable. .Johnson is 
fully aware of these possibilities and is acting accordingly. 

With reference to the neyzs item indicating the Detective 
Sergeant had obtained certain information, it was: pointed out to Johnson 
that although we were iully aware of all of the developments in this 
connection .and haye been in on the interviews of other persons, the 
] question was raised as to why we did not participate in the statement 
I which was obtained from the individual referred to in the rievrs item 
f who is unnamed. Johnson state's- in this connection the Agents have

(been working closely with the police. When this individual was inter- 
viewed on October 12, after having been picked up by the police, Agents 
were-present at the interview at that time. Following this, the suspect 
was detained by the local police and held in the jail oyer night. The 
following day, which was yesterday, two police officers who had not 
previously interviewed the susp ect, started talking with .him in. the 
afternoon. These officers did not have any previous contact with the 
suspect.

It commended President Eisen- 
hower .for promptly ordering the 
FBI into the Atlanta case. . 

"There is also need," the or- 
ganization said, "for 1 enactment 
of a measure^ introduced m the 
85th Congress, extending federal 



control over the possession, trans- 
portation- and use of .dangerous 
explosives." 

Blames Public Officials 
Charles S. Zimmerman, vice 
president of the International 
Ladies Garment Workers and 
chairman of the National Trade 
Union Council for Human Rights 
of the Jewish Labor Committee, 
blamed some public officials for 
helping create an atmosphere 
leading to violence. 

"When Governors, U.S. sena- 
tors/* members- of the House of 
Representatives and local otli- 
ciafs inflame and incite communi- 
ties against law and order, it is 
axiomatic that violence must be 
the result," Zimmerman declared.
